EMMILL CALLS 
GORE DODGER OF 
JURY SERVICE 


Defends RulingsCensured 
by Supreme Court. 


Judge William N. Gemmill again 
yesterday sent a letter to Edward E. 
Gore, president of the Crime Commis- 


sion. 

“You bave certainly chosen a poor 
subject for your solicitation and teggs,” 
the judge wrote, fverring to Louis 
Berardi, whose convinction before 
Judge Gemmill was reversed and this 
reversal made the basis of President 
Gore’s statement that Judge Gemmill 
is unfit to be a judge. The history of 
this controversy, to date, is as follows: 

Mr. Gore in a public speech said 
many of the judges now on the bench 
are unfit. 


Judge Starts Second Reoand, 
Judge Gemmill, branded that as @ 
cowardly statement and called on Gore 


Gore’s jury record was not one of 
which he could be proud; that he had 
evaded service and one time appeared 
on a court order because of such neg- 


ject. 


Gore replied with the charge that 


Judge Gemmill is one of the unfit 
Judges and quoted the language of the 
State Supreme court in reversing the 
Berardi conviction. That court, in or- 
dering retrial, said Judge Gemmill was 
hostile toward the defendant and “his 
iil tempered and vicious remarks in 
connection with this ruling is the prin- 
cipal cause for complaining.” 
Gemmilli Claims Voters’ 0. K. 

Judge Gemmifl makes his second re- 
ply, citing Berardi'’s record of many 
robberies and admits that perhaps he 
erred in the statement to which the 
Supreme court took exception, and 
then asks: 

“Is this so grave a crime in the 
eyes of the crime commiasion that I 
should be branded unfit for service 
upon the bench after twenty-two 
years of such service and an election 
six times by the people of this city 
and county? ”’ 

Judge Gemmill then resumed, re- 
garding the Supreme court's revers 
of hhe Berardi case: 

-" However, notwithstanding the 
manifest guilt of this desperado, the 
Supreme court chooses to reverse th> 
case and remand it for trial for sev- 
eral reasons, one which they say was 
that I used the following language: 

“"The defendant's counsel then 
stated that he expected to prove that 
the defendant was beaten up by the 
police, but the court continued to rule 
against this motion. 

Defends His Rulings. | 
“The court then said, ‘I will stan4 
by the ruling, too, and there will be 
trouble if somebody swears falsely. 

There may be trouble if somebody 
perjures himself in this case.’ 


“Has it come to pass that a judgs/ 


who has before him the plainest ev'- 
dence of the renkest kind of perjury 
Care not even suggest that there is a 
penalty for perjury?”
